MISSIONS IN INDIA, 


Extract of a letter from the Rev. Dr. 
Carey to the Editor of the Baptist Mis- 
stonary Magazine, containing inter- 
esthig remar rics on the American Bap- 
tist Mission in the Burman ag 
§¢. dated Caucurra, Oct.- 7, 1315. 


My dear Brother, 

The peace between England and. 
Aurerica having now happily opened 
that intercourse between Christian 
friends which has so long been obstruc- 
ted, F take this first opportunity of re- 
plying to your kind and interesting let- 
ter by Mr. Burr. 

I sincerely wish that nothing may 
ever occur, to interrupt that free com- 
munication between the members’ of 
our Redeemer’s kingdom which is at 
all times highly important, but in the 
present state of the world, more im- 
portant thanever it was before. 

The exertions now making by our 
American brethren, both in the form- 
ing of Bibles Societies and Missionary 
Socicties I most sincerely rejoice in: 
And there can be no-doubt but the nu- 
nwerous bodies of Christians engaged 
i this work will find, that “ He that 
watereth shall be watered himself.” 
Such is the nature of the Gospel, that 
a fervent and persevering devoted- 
ness to the Redeemer’s interest in the 
world, is constantly attended with the 
nost Mmportant spiritual advantages 
to the individual; nay, the thing itself 
is one of the graces of the Holy Spirit, 
called forth to exercise itself upon the 
most important of all objects. 

I fearx that our forefathers, notwith- 
standing all their excellencies, Were 
very deficient in their attempts to 
spread abroad the Gospel. It ts true’ 
some of them mention it as an impor- 
tant and desirable thing, and others 
lave made solitary attempts to pro- 
mote that best cause im certain pla- 
ces; but I am greatly mistaken, if the 
present zeal for extending the Redeem- 
er’s kingdom be not a new era 1m the 
Christian world. The “ Angel is now 
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flying in the midst of the my stical heav- 
en, having the everlasting Gospel to 
pre each to them that dwell upon earth, 
and to every nation, and kin ired, and 
tongue, and people.”—Babylen is not 
yet failen, but probably will not con- 
tinue much longer ; : and some of then, 

now entering into life, may, and prob- 
ably will see the kingdom of our Re- 
deemer set up univer sally. Ishall die 
on the borders of t!:e land, without be- 

ing permitted to enter it; but the spread 
of ‘the Redeemer’s cause will, I trust, 

be with me an eternal theme, in which 
I expect to unite with my dear breth- 
ven, Pearce, Sutclifle, and Fuller, who 
are already in full possession of the 
fullness of joy atour Redéemer’s right 
hand. 

[ rejoice that our American brethi- 
ren have set their minds upon the Bur- 
man Empire, and the countries bor- 
dering thereon. I wish them to con- 
sider those countries as the lot which 
falls to them, of the vast regions of 
Asia. Myson has withdrawn from 
the Mission. I trust he will still pur- 
sue the work of translating and pub- 
lishing the word of God. The Bur- 
man Empire, including Arakan and 
P-cu, will, itself, require eight or ten 
Missionaries, who should be as much 
dispersed, at nearly equal distances, 
as circumstances will allow. Siam 
next claims your attention, to which 
you should add Malacca, and Cochin 
China——This division will give to you, 
as your lot, the whole of the eastern 
peninsula, ‘pounded every where by 
the sea, except on the nerth, and 
north-west, on which sides lie Bengal, 
Tibet, or perhaps Tartary, (for we are 
ignorant which) ana China. Arise and 
take possession of the land, and behold 
we are with you, and will help you, by 
our advice and influence to the utmost 
of our power. 

Our Missions are now spread over 
avery large extent of country, and 
are, generally speaking in a prosper- 
ous state: our brethren are as much 
in earnest in pursuing their work, as 
they ever were, and, perhaps, more 
so; and the translations are now be- 
@ur Missions are

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eight—viz. 1. Bengal, in which we 
have 10 stations. 2. Hindestan, in 
which there are 4 stations, and one 
constant itinerant preacher at present. 
3. Oorissa, in which there is | station. 
4. The Mahratta country, wliere there 
is also 1 station. 5. Surat, where we 
haveonly I station. 6. Ceylon, where 
brother Chater labours at the town, 
and in the neighbourhood of Coijum- 
bo. 7. Java, in which island there 
are 2 stations occupied by our Mis- 
sion; and 8. Amboyna, where there 
is 1 station—The Burman Mission 
now properly belongs to our American 
brethren. ‘Two of our brethren have 
lately removed. to Calcutta. The 
Church there, and the wide, and very 
encouraging field for missionary exer- 
tion, required the constant labours of 
two brethren; at least; and the other 
avocations, which occupy the whole 
time of brother Marsiman, brother 
Ward, and myself, make it utterly im- 
possible for us to pay any thing like 
a proper attention to these anperten 
objects; on which account we have ta- 
ken this step. Our brother (Yates) 
has also been lately associated with 
me in the work of translations; this 
has laiely been much upon my mind, 
and considering the time necessary fox 
acquiring a competent knowledge ot 
these languages, and that lam nov 
54 years of age, I considered it to be 
highly important to tak® measures for 
providing a successor in this work, 
whose ideas should be, in some meas- 
ure, engrafted upon my own, and who 
should live for the purpose of cairy- 
ing to perfection what I have been 
so long employed to carry on thus far. 
I trust we, and especially myself, 
shall have an interest in your pray- 
ers: and that the joint labours of the 
English and American Baptist So- 
cieties may be blessed to the promo- 
tion of our Redeemer’s interest in 
the east, and of giving light to them 
who sit in darkness and the shadow of 
death.

A copy of the Persian translation ot 
the New Testament, by the late Rev. 
}}. Martyn, has been received at Cal- 

cutta. ‘The printing of this, tegethic: 
with that of the Arabie New Testa- 
ment, (by Sabat) are among the ob- 
jects which occupy the-attention and 
funds ef the Corresponding Comiunit- 
tee. ‘To the excellence of the former 
of these, the King of Persia basborne 
2 decided testimony: of the latter, 
Mr. Thomason speaks, as being “ in 
idiomatical Arabic, such as natives 
can read with pleasure,and the learn- 
ed among them will not reject. 

A translation of the Gospel of St. 
Jolin into the Bengalee language, has 
also been executed by Mr. Elferton, 

of Malda, a gentleman thoroughly ac~ 
quainted with that dialect; and a 
hope ts expressed that the remainder 
will soon follow. 

The residue of the 5,000 copies of 
the Tamul New Testament, printed 
hy the Calcutta Bible Society, have 
been sent to Madras for distribution. 
The applications to the Rev. A Caem- 

nerer, at Tranquebar, exhibiting 14 
cominon anxiety to obtain them, prove 
the utility of this work; to which it 
may be added. that intelligence from 
the Fev. Mr. 'Themson, at- Madtas, 
states, Hat the Testhments distributed 
by hinn have been thankfully received, 
and that there is still an encouraging 
demand for them. 

Of the edition of the Malayalim 
version of the four Gospels, printed at 
Bombay, by the assistance of the Bri- 
lish and Foreign Bible Society, the 


ereater part, if not the whole, after 
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some unavoidable delays, has been 
distributed among the members of the 
Syrian Church. 


The revision of the translation of 


the remaining books of the New Testa- 
ment in this dialect, had been retard- 
ed, but it is hoped that, by the aid of 
Ramban Jeseph, a priest in Travan- 
core, who is deseribed as the first in 
eminence, piety, and learning; this 
so anxiqusly desired olject will be ac- 
complished without further delay. 

The Malay Testament, in the Ro- 
man character, has been completed, 
and the copies have been seut to Ain- 
boyna, and the Cape of Good Hope, 
for the Malays resident in that settle- 
ment. 

The Commitiee at Calcutta have 
also determined to print beth the Old 
and New Testament, in the Malay 
language, and Arabic character, and 
only wait the arrival of a competent 
corrector of the press, froin Java, to 
commence the work. 

This edition is intended for the na- 
tive inhabitants of Amboyna, Java, 
and the adjacent islands; and as the 
Batavian Society of Arts and Sciences 
have “ expressed an eulire concur- 
rence in the high importance and 
truly Christian benevolence of the ob- 
jects” of the Calcitta Auxiliary So- 
ciety, the xestoration of these terri- 
tories to the Batavian authority, it is 
hoped, will not impede the distribution 
of the Malay Scriptures. It way not 
be out of place to méntion-here, that 
your Committee have seut fifty copies 
of the Arabie Bible to Java. 

In the last Report, a discouraging 
prospect was held out respecting the 
circulation of the Portuguese New 
Testaments among the Reman Ca- 
tholics iu India; your Committee are 
now happy to announce, that the de- 
mand for the Pertuguese Scriptures 
by the Catholics has very consider- 
ably increased, and even among the 
Priests at Goa. 

In consequence ofthis informaiion, 
they have sent 1,000 Portuguese Tes- 

taments to Calcutta and Bo: mbay, 
respectively ; and to the latter place 
300 Arabic Bibles, for circulation 
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chiefly among the Mahomedans in 
Surat. 

From Colombe your Committee 
have received intelligence, which re- 
presents the progress of the Auxiliary 
Bibie Society, established in that 

capital for the island of Ceylon, as 
highly satisfactory and encouraging. 

The four Gospels have been finish- 
ed, in the Pali; andin the Cingzalese, 
the entire New Testament. 

To further this wo:k, the Calcutta 
Auxiliary Bible Society have present- 
ed a donation of 5,000 Rupees; an 
act munificent in itself, and rendered 
still more valuable by the indication it 
affords of a disinterested fiendship om 
the partof the elder Asiatic Auxiliary. 

Nor have your Committee been in- 
attentive to their duty in reference to 
a work of such merit and importance. 
In addition to a pecuniary grant of 

£300, they have furnished materials 
for binding 5 9,000 copies of it, as soon 
as they shall be ready for delivery. 

The spirit of the Colombo Society 
may finally be collected from the! 
lowing fact. At the Anniversarg 
Meeting of August, 1815, in which His 
Excellency the Governor presided, it 
was ordered, that copies of the Report 
should be seut to each ef the Auxiliary 
Societies in the East; to the Lord 
Bishop of Calcutta; the Archdeacous 
of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay ; to 

each of the clergy of the Church of 
England; and to each Minister of the 
Gospel! of every denomination resident 
in India. 

In China, the Rev. Mr. Morrison, 
having nearly circulated the 2,000 
copies of his Chinese translation of 
the New Testament, has entered upon 
a duodeciino edition ; ; a Specimen of 
which he has transmitted to England 
accompanied with a request for assist- 
ance, to enable him to enlarge the 
impression. We has also finished a 
transiation of the Book of Genesis, of 
which a copy has been received. “ [ 
am grieved” (says Mr. Morrison) 
“ that I cannot obtain particuiars res- 
pecting the effects of the Divine Book

In that dekciency of 
information, of which Mr. Morrison 
comiplaiis, your Gommitice are happy 
in being enabied to report, on the 
authority of the Rev. Mr. Supper, 
Secretary to the Java Bible Society, 
that the Chnese there read the New 
Testaments which they received from 
the Rev. Mr. Milne. “© 1 often” (he 
writes) * find Chinese parents reading 
fo their families in the morning out of 
ihe New ‘Testament, and they also 
request instruction about some pas- 
sages. I gaye a portion of the O:d 
Testament in Chinese to several, who 
received it with the warmest grati- 
tude; and one merchant pressed it to 
his bosom, and kissed it! Oh that 
you cou'd be an eye-witness of the 
eagerness, with which the people read 
the Word of God!” 

Of the Arabic Bibles and Testa- 
ments sent to Java, a very conside:- 
able number have been sold: some of 
the Arabian Merchants and Sheiks 
are described, as sitting in company 
whole nights together, reading them 
with the greatest eagerness and at- 
tention. 

One merchant actually delayed his 
departure fiom Batavia for many days 
in order to read a Bible which he had 
received from Mr. Supper with tran- 
quility and reflection ; “ he promised 
to recommend it to his countrymen, 
and implored a thousand blessings on 
the Bible.” 

The sum of £220 has been received 
by your Committee from the Trea- 
surer of the Bible Society in the Island 
of Mauritius, in payment for Bibles 
and Testaments sent thither: the cir- 
sumstance is mentioned, as «fording

a proof of the circulation of the Scrip- 
tures in that Island. 

Your Committee take this opportu- 
nity of reporting, that the Missionsries 
at Eimeo, in the South seas, under 

the patronage of the Londen Mis- 

sionary Society, had translated the 
Gospel of St. Luke into the ‘Taheitan 
language ; and thatthe above Society 
had sent out a printing press and 
types, with a Missionary who under- 
stands the business of printing. 

Anxious to assist this desirable and 
new undertaking, your Committee 
have supplied the paper necessary for 
printing it.- The information upon 

which this grant was made, states, 
that in the Sel i001 at Eimeo there are 
neariy 800 pupils, mostly aduits.

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July 22.—Met with a feeLle man oy 
the road, named Gheolam Jadur. He 
appeared in djstress, and his bundle 
was wet from the rain. IT asked him 
to ride with me, which he accepted. 
He began conversation by saying, “ Jn 
that grove were 30 or 40 poor people 
talking among themselves that they 
knew you; that you live at Agra, with 
a Sahib, who had, by distributing char- 
ity, preserved their lives during the 
famine last year. Whois that Sahib? 
—I heard at a distance last night, the 
conversation which you held with the 
Moonshees, but could distinguish no 
further than that you took the side of’ 
Christianity, and silenced them.” I 
began to explain the substance of the 
Gospel, as the Holy Spirit enabled 
me. In the evening, when we were 
at worship, this man, of his own ac- 
cord, joined us, and observed, “ Who- 
ever speaks ill of this religion does e- 
vil. Pray, sir, give mea copy of the 
Gospel, and I will read it.” He, ac- 
cordingly, took a copy with gladness. 
God grant that the Holy Spirit’s grace 
may so be upon that man, that, dis- 
covering his sinfulness, he may believe 
on the Lord Jeses Christ, and follow 
no longer after lies ! 
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July 23.—In the grove, near where 
we passed the whole night, there were 
many of the Police Light Horsemen 
who knew me, and the Jemantdar 
whom you recollect at Allahabad. All 
of them came to me in the Serai, and 
began to boast greatly of their religion 
and their race, saying, “ Observe how 
Jong we have served the English Com- 
pany, and remain firm in our r religion.” 

[ said to them, “ Well: but, brethren, 
you are not zcquainted even with your 
own religion ; aud what things are for- 
bidden by your religioa, those you do. 
Then will you act according to your 
religion, when you attend to daily 
prayers, aint abstain from liquor, and 
avoid fornication. Let every one at- 
tend to the evil of his own heart. To 
pride yourselves thus, aud neglect 
seeking after God, and fancy your- 
selves great: by what means can you 
suppose this right? God grant that you 


may begin to seek the salvation of 


your souls!” One ofthem said, “-Can- 
not our souls do well in our own reli- 
gion?” I replied, “So long as you 
know not the true God, and believe 
not,in his ,only: begotten Son, and are 
not -partakers of his grace, I tell you 
truly, your souls cannot find good.” 
-On this they began to laugh, and say, 
“ What have you to do with our good 
or evil?” They then arose, and said 
ene to another, “ ‘This person desires 
to make us Ferin gees, like himself; but 
we will never agree.” 

July 24.—We put up again at Me- 
rankee Serai. There a descendant 
of Mahomet, with a white beard, 
named Meer Noor Ali, came to me, 
and, saluting me after the Mahometan 
manner, sat down beside me, and in- 
quired whence Icame. I answered, 
“From Agra.” He said, I would 
know from you the state of things 


there; for [ have heard, for seane time 


past, that many people are becoming 
Christians; and that a Sahib is come 
from Calcutta: and, with him, a very 
learned man, whé jurne away many 
Mahometans from the faith. Youare 
a Mahometan ; from you J shall know 
the truth of this report.” Lanswered, 


God keep me from becoming a Ma- 
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-“ What race were you of: 
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hometan! I was a Musselinan; and, 
by the grace of God, have obtained 
a Christian Name. "May God keep 
me in that faith until death!” Great- 
ly wondering, he said, * Perhaps you 
are of those very people.” 1 replied, 

“Through the gawee of God I am ; and 
may God continue me a partugr with 
Christians !” On that he began to say, 

mT said, “i 
was nobly born; but, by proof and 
conversation, I discovered that there 
is no salvation but through the Word 
Jesus Christ: and, by proofs froin the 
Law, and the Gospel, and the Proph- 
ets, this is certain, that whatever ex- 
cellency the Mahometans ascribe to 
Mahomet, ail pciongs to-ile Lord Je- 
sus Christ.” He answered, “ I adjure 
you, by God, tell me truly, in any part 
of the Law or Gospel is there a proph- 
ecy in favour of Mahomet ?”—* [ can- 


not answer, from respect to you, lest 


you should take itil.” He answered, 
“JT will not take it amiss, whatever you 
may say.” J replied, “I speak the

On the 10th inst. a Female Society was 
formed and organized inthe town of Tol- 
land, entitled «* The Tolland United Female 
Cent teciety for the spread of the Holy 
Scriptures. 

An excellent and well adapted discourse 
was delivered on the occasion by the Rev, 
Mr. Nash, from Heb. xiii. 16. But to do 
good and tocommunicate forgsi not, for with 
such sacrifices God is well pleased. 

The Society is composed of all the differ- 
ent religious denominations in the town, 
and the officers are to be chosen aliernately 
from each. For the present year they are, 
Rev. Mrs. Augustus Boles, President ; 
Rev. Mrs. Ansel Nash, Secretary; aad 
Mrs. Rowland Lathrop. Treasurer. Ati 
annual subscription of fifty-two cents, to 
be paid quarterly, entitles to membership ; 
and the payment of five dollars to member- 
ship for life. The annual subscription a- 
mounted on the day the Society was organ- 
ized to eighty dollars, and the money paid 
into the treasury to thirty-six dollars. The 
funds of the Society are to be appropriated, 
two thirdsto the American Bible Society, 
and one third to aid the translation of the 
Scriptures at Serampore in India. 

This Society has sprung up unfer the 
happiest auspices. It seems to be the gen- 
uine fruit of that religion which came down 
from heaven. The Catholicism, the zeal 
and charity it displays, give it a rank in 
that constellation of female excellence 
which adorns the present day, and furnish 
additional evidence, that the principles and 
precepts of the Gospel are extending their 
influence over the human heart.

Must not 
every Christian rejoice to behold the .re- 
Hecting rays of the millennial sun already 
begin to enlighten ourhorrizon? And.hew 
can such information be so conveniently or 
so rapilly propagated as by the circulation 
of religious mewspapers, conducie! by men 
w hase hearts are warmed with love to God, 
and to the souls of their fellow-creatures, 
end who earnestly long for that glorious 
period when there will be n0 need of teach- 
ers, seying, ** Know the Lord; for all shall 
know him, from the least tothe greatest.’?

Its 
vice-president is one of the associate judg- 
es of the United States, but more hosoura- 
bly distinguished by being of that number 
who profess that this world is not their rest. 
Although God has not been pleased to 
visit us with any remarkable revival of re- 
digion in this part of his vineyard, yet we 
have reason to praise him even forthe day 
of small things. In many places there are 
marks of his gracious presence, and of his 
attending the ordinances of his appoint- 
ment with his blessing. There is evident- 
ly an increased attention to the things of 
relizion and the prosperity of the church. 
Many are praying for «* the salvation of Is- 
racl to come out of Zion.” But, alas! 
there are many amongst us, who regard 
inoue of these things—who are living with- 
out God and without hope inthe world— 
whose conduct evinces that they are aliens 
frou the commonwealth of Israel, and 
strangers from the covenants of promise. 
Many are destitute of the means of grace, 
have none to break the bread of life among 
them, to tell them of the astonishing love

followed it, and tound a necrooman 
kneeling behind i ure ‘eat prayer.— 
When he : approached ine, | inquired, 
what he was doing there. He replied 
with diffidence; “I was saying my 
prayers.”—What, do negroes pray? 
‘Yes master, some few do: but it is 
to be lamented that so few of them 
pray.”—How long have you been in 
the habit of praying? “ Not more 
than three or four years.” What was 
ihe means of your having a desire to 
pray? “ It was the will of Ged. The 
scripture jells us we always should 
pray and ial our requests known to 
God. ” Can youread? “ Yes, sir. 
I had some Tracts in my poc ket, _ 
required him to show that he could 
read. He took one and read distinct- 
lv. It was“ The Necro Servant.” I 
gave it to him, with “ The Shepherd 
of Salisbury Plain.” He received 
them with uplified hands and eyes 
giving thanks to God for the kind vift. 
On enquiry I find it is bis business 
every sabbath day to read them to 
wicked negroes, and to exhort them to 
turn from sin and serve God. Another 
negro, who had received a couple of 
Tracts from me, carries them in his 
bosom, calling them, the gift of Hea- 
ven, Being asked by one of his fellow 
servants, if he would sell him the gift 
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of Heaven. His repiy was “ The gift 
of God is not to be purchased with 
money. Your money perishes with 


you and you (I fear) are in ihe gall of 


bitterness anc bond of iniquity, and 
have neither part nor lot in this mat- 
ter. i would not take fifty dollars for 
them, if there were no more of them.” 
One of my neighbours, a very moral 
and well-informed man, and a friend 
of religion, received a few Tracts for 
the use of his children. But on read- 
ing them himself, as his wife Informed 
me, he was quite overcome by treiw. 
ie was so deeply affected that he 
could not read without stopping. And 
in another instance, | have every rea- 
son to believe a good work is begun. 
A little boy of genteel and nroral 
pareats received a couple of Tracts 
and read them with so much interest 
and discovered so much gravity of de- 

portment afterwards, that his mother 
desired: to see the little books herself. 
And when she had commenced, she 
could not stop until she had read 
them through. The little boy tells 

me thatthe reading of them m: ikes his 
mother cry. He often enquires of me 
when you ‘will return with more goo 
books.—Other books, he says are very 
useful for information, but do no 200% d 
in dving.—I have frequent opportuni- 
ties of observing him and he is very 
sedaie in his behaviour.”

NEW MISSIONARY ESTABLISHMENT 
PROPOSED. 


A Letter receive’ 1 by a Gentleman in the 

V. icing oF Poston, dated | ‘larietta, 

Seprerm her 26, IS16. 

Sin—V iewing it of great utility, that 
Christian Missionaries act in concert ; 
and, whereas no such concert is known 
in this Western country :—We tlie 
subscribers, do respec fully submit to 
th consideration of the Missionary 


Societies in the Eastern section of the 


Union, the: following Plan of a Mis- 
sionary Establishment Jor the State of 
Ohio. 

1. ft is recommended that all the 
Missionaries, appointed to Jabour in 
this state, hold a General Meeting at 
Granville,* Licking county, on the first 
W etneadny of October, [si7. 

That each Missionary bestow his 
labou urs om such county, as shall be 
thought most advisable by the Estab- 
lishment. 

3. ‘There shali be, annually, at the 
seat of the Establisment, a General 
Meeting of the Missionaries, to make 
report of theés lavours and suceess for 
the past year; a summary of whiclr 
shall be laid before the Secieties sup- 
porting the Establishment :—and also 
to concert such measures as they 
shail deem best calculated to promote 
the cause of religion within their own’ 
bounds. 

4. Should arly Missionary of this Es- 
tablishment act unbecoming tlre char- 
acter of a Christian Missionary, it 
shall be the duty ofthis Establishment 
to mform the Society from which he 
was sent. 

5. Any Bibles or Tracts, forwanled 
to the Establishment, shall be faithful- 
ly disposed of, agreeably to the wishes 
of the donors. 

6. In regard to church government, 
the Missionaries of this E'stablishment 
are to take, for their rule, the Plan, 
Jointly recommended by the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
and the General Association of Con- 
nec ticut. 

Any Missionaries, wishing in- 
str actions, relative to their labours, 
previous to the first General Meeting 
of :he Establishment, can receive the 
same, on application to the Rev. 'Tim- 
othy Harris of Granville. 

‘The above plan, Sir, is deemed best 
calculated to unite the efforts and se- 
cure the pecuniary aid of the people 
in this country, do lasting good, and

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prepare the way, by gathering church- 
es and forming congregations, for the 
permanent t settlement of gospel! minis- 
ters. It will also open a more inviting 
door for the employment of iministers 
who have families, and afiord them 
much enceur agement. It is also 
thought advisable that 1» similar Es- 
tablishment be formed in every needy 
State and Territory, as early as possi- 
ble; that all Missionary Societies may 
know where to send their Missionaries, 
and have them.labour to the best ad- 
vantage. 

Not knowing who the Seeretary of 
the Massachusetts Missionary Society 
is, we beg leave, Six, to address this 
letter to you, with a request that you 
would Jay it before the Board, Com- 
mittee er Directors of that Society, as 
early as possible; and also, (in case 
the Foreign Mission Society are turn- 
ing ther attention this way,) before 
their honourable Board. By so doing, 
you will oblige, your’s &c.

Arrival of the Missionaries at Ceylon. 
By the arrival at Salem of the ship 
Herald from Calcutta, information has 
been received from the brig Dryad, 
which sailed from Newburyport last 
October, with the American Missien- 
aries on board. Two letters were re- 
ceived in Newburyport from the Su- 
percargo; who informs that they ar- 
rived at Columbo in Cey lon, (not Cal- 
cutta, as itis stated in some newspa- 
pers,) on the 23d of March last, after 
a very pleasent voyage. Their la- 


bours of love among the ship’s crew, 
in giving them religious instruction, 
were blessed—two of the crew, it is 
hoped, became through their instru- 
mentality the subjects of Divine Grace.

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The Missionaries met with a cordial 
reception from the Governor of Cey- 
lon, who expressed his willingness that 
they should pursue their work in Co- 
lumbo,.or any other part of Ceylon. 
From ihe English and Baptist Mis- 
sionaries at Ceylon, they received the 
most Christian attention. Atone of 
their houses, they were invited to re- 
side, till they could be beter accon - 
modated.. In a few days, the dwelling- 
house belonging to Rev. Mr. Nerton, 
a Baptist Missionary, becosing vi- 
cant, they establis! 1ed themselves in it, 
and the Super cargo had the pleasuie 
of dining with them at: their own table 
The Brethren and their wives were in 
perfect health. Mr. Warren, in the 
wonds of the writer, “is a new man,” 
and Mrs. Poor is as weil as any of the 
ladies. ‘The Dryad, who is now it is 
supposed on her passage from Ca!cut- 
ta, is expected in. a few weeks, with 
dispatches from the Missionaries thems 
selves. 

Extract of a letter from Milton, Alle 
marle county, Virginia, dated Stk 
October, 1816. - 
We have just succeeded in forming 

a Bible Society in this county and 

Orange, which is to be Auxiliary to 

the American B.b'e Society; the officers 

have been appointed; you will short. 
ly, lexpect, see its Constitution. It is 
the first effort of the kind that we have 
made, and God has caused his own 
work to prosper in our hands. ‘There 
is a good deal of weakh in the two 
counties; much good can be done, 
and though many who have “ large 
possessions” have not experienced the 
rejoicing which an abiding faith in the 

Saviour of sinners produces; yet, 

God can, and has made use of them 

as instruments in his hands to “ work 

his own praise.” 





Extract from the Second Annual Re- 
port of the Cincinnati Miami Bible 
Society. 

Sept. 6, 1816. 
Two years have not elapsed since 
this Society has been formed. It has 
purchased with its own funds 5@0 Bi- 
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bles; received by donation from the 


Massachusetts Bible Society, 22 Bi- 


bles; also, from the Baltimore Bible 
Society, 100 Bibles and 25 New-Tes- 
taments; and in the present summer, 
54 Bibles from the New-Jersey Bible 
Society, amounting in all to 675 Bi- 


bles and 25 New-Testaments. Of 


that number, about 298 Bibles and 13 
Testaments are in the hands of your 
Steward: ‘Twenty Biblés have been 
presented to the Mill Creek Female 
Bible Society; 61 have been sold to 
the same Societv; 16 to the Female 
Bible Society of Labanon; and 48 to 
the Dayton female Bible Society, at 
cost. The remainder have been ei- 
ther distributed to necessitous indi- 
viduals, or placed in the hands of the 
Directors, or other proper persons for 
distribution.

In the Spring-of the present year, 
when I returned from miniStering toa 


distant charge, some of my people * 


came, and said, “ well poor Ned is 
gone: they have taken him to Geor- 
gia.” The feelings of the moment will 
be conjectured, when it is said :-— 
The person referred to, Edward, 
was a very reputable black communi- 
cant in a church served by the writer 
ofthis. Religion is almost the sole en- 
joyment of such persons. Edward 
found opportunities of attending pray- 
er meetings with persons of his own.col- 
our. His master, a hard-hearted man, 
charged him with wasting his tinie in 


such Seciety: and what wonder, if his 


only luxury, he should sometimes taste 
too freely >The master chid hnn, 
and when chiding would not do, he 
flogged him for attending the Prayer 
Meeting ; all the poor slave’s reply was 
— Jesus sufiered more.”—Still he 
went to the prayer meeting, tilla Geor- 
gia buyer came that way, and then, 
on the Holy Sabbath, did the master 
sell, and} by the hands of the consta- 
bie, ‘delivered over in hand-cuffs to the 

Pedlar of flesh and blood, his helpless 
Slave, because he would in the week 





time, after his day’s work was done, 
go, and pray, and sing with his people. 
Edward weptbitterly as the irons were 
rivetted, but repeated—*‘ Jesus sufler- 
ed more.’ 

All this is litéra] fact.—Christians, 
ought not something to be done: ? 
Christians; “by the mercies of God, I 
beseech you,” awake, and from your 
guilty country, wipe off the stain of 
slavery seavert the wrath of God. 
Christians, by all that is sacred, by all 
that is dgar—by all that is dreadful—t 
cenjuré you, purge your nation. Onc 
million and a half of celoured inhabit: 


‘ants in the United States—most of 


them slaves—treated like beastsof bur- 
den—ignorant, and compelled to re- 
mail iguorant—immersed in sin and 
in misery—such is the sad pitture be- 
fore you. 

Senators of the nation, is there no 
veice can reach you? Is there no con- 
sideration can move you to make this 
a national concern? Is there no thun- 
der-bolt of wrath, reddening and threa- 
tening to’smite a Christian nation, that 
dares still to traffic in-the “souls of 
men ?”
